Mr. Babem reports that during the 
aerere stcnm that prevailed on the 
fourth, the Danmark broke her shaft as 
she rose on the crest of a wave and be- 
gan to descend. Thepropellor was for 
the moment dear of the water, while re- 
volving very rapidly. ' At this time the 
shaft in the tunnel broke near the aft 
end of a section. The jagged end of 
the vportion of the section, connected 
with the engine, tore a hole in the bot- 
tom of the vessel. At this moment an 
engine pipe burst killing 
Engineer 
K'M*« immediately, and loosening the 
iron plates at the side of the vessel caus- 
ing another leak. The machinery was 
completely disabled and no attempt was 
made to mend the shaft as it would 
have been useless, even if possible. 


At the time of the disaster the Dan- 
mark was 800 miles from the New 
Foundland banks. 
She at once fell in- 
to the trough of the sea and was as help- 
C a l b O t i ^ a p d C o l u m b i a 8 t 8 
less as a log, the waves constanUy 
^ 
breaking over her. 
Fortunately the 


after compartment of the vessel was 
closed and kept the water back. 
Meas- 
ures were at once taken to get sail on 
the vessel. 
She was put before the 
wind and everything done that skillful 
seamanship could suggest to secure the 
safety 
the vessel and passengers. 
Captain Knudsen kept her, as well as 
the gale would permit, in the path of 
the ocean steamers, and the 
steam 
pomps kept at work freeing the forward 
compartm«!Xts of the water that had 
leaked through from the aft. Nothing 
could be done to dear the after com- 
partments, as the water had free access 
throagh the immense rent in her stern. 


All the rest of the day the sea was 
eagerly scanned for assistance, but not a 
vesed was sighted. 
On the 6th the 
glad hail was faeaad from the top that a 
sail was in sight. 
Signals of distress 
were hoisted and the steamer, which 
proved to be the Missouri, from London 
to Philadelphia, bore down on the Dan- 
mark. Captain Krudsen signalled the 
Missouri, and asked that his passengers 
betaken aboard, intending to attempt 
to proceed under sail, but the Missouri 
signalled back that it would be impossi- 
ble to take so many on the Missouri, 
but offered to give the Danmark a tow. 


The offer was accepted, and after 
much difficully, a line was taken from 
the disabled steamer to the Missouri 
and the heavier chain cable was brought 
into use. 
The Missouri is a slow vessel 
and was heavfly laden and progress 
was very slow. 
As soon as the course 
was dianged from before the wind, the 
Danmark 
b ^ ^ to 
strain and 
the water forced its way in much faster 
than the putnps could free the vessel 
On the 6th the case was seen to be hope- 
I. 
So much water was in the hold 
that she lost her bouyancgr and every 
time she went down in the trough of the 
sea her passengers thought it would be 
her last plunge. 


The Missouri was stopped and Cap- 
tain Knudsen went aboard. 
After a 
short conference Captain Morritt, of the 
Missouri, agreed to jettison a portion of 
his cargo and thus allow room between 
decks for the 721 souls on board the 
Danmark.

The Indiana supreme court has ren- 
dered two decisions on the disputed 
laws passed by the last genen^ assem- 
bly. One related to the act for the cre- 
ation of a supreme court commission the 
members of which were to be named by 
the legislature. 
This act is held to be 
unconstitutional, 
the court saying: 
"The people have a right to the courts 
established by and under the constitu- 
tion, and this, constitutional right the 
legislative can neither alter nor abridge. 
Constitutional 
tribunals can not be 
changed by legislation and the supreme 
court is a constitutional tribunal. It 
can be composed of judges only, for 
only judges cfm constitute a court. No 
part of the judicial duties of that court 
can be assigned to any other person than 
one of the duly chosen judges. The legis- 
lature had no power to change its or- 
ganization, nor can that body under the 
guise of creating commissioners divide 
the duties of the judges, nor authorize it 
to be done. 
Under our constitution, as 
amended, the legislature may establish 
courts, but it cannot destroy the consti- 
tutional courts—the circuit court and 
the supreme court—^nor can it change 
their organisation or redistribute their 
powers, for these courts owe their or- 
ganization to the constitution, and as 
the constitution has ordained that they 
shall be organized so - they shall be. 
Judicial power distributed by the con- 
stitution is b^ond legislative coatrol." 


The decluBtion is at variance with a 
former opinion, for the supreme court 
did not dedde the act of 1881 unconsti- 
tutional, and it was identically the same 
as the recent one, exoept th«t it provid- 
ed for the appointing power to vest in 
the members of 
supreme court and 
not in the legislattire. 


The other ease involved the power of 
the general aiBsembly to appoint the 
trustees of the siate insane aqrlnm.

Captain Xrndsen signalled the 
MiMonri, and asked that his passenger*, 
be taken aboard, intending to attempt 
to proceed under sail, bnt the Muaonti 
signalled baok that it would be imnoMi- 
ble to take HO many on the Mimouri, 
bat offered to give the Danmark a tow. 


The offer was accepted, and after 


much difficulty, a line was taken from 
the disabled steamer to tbo Mifwouri 
and the heavier chain cable waa brought 
nto use. 
The Missouri in a slow vemol

The Missouri was stopped and Cap- 


tain Enudsen went aboard. 
After a 


abort conference Captain Morritt, of the 
Missouri, agreed to jettison a portion of 
bis cargo and thus allow room between 
decks for the 721 souls on board the 
Danmark. The work of jettiaioning the 
cargo and transferring the paBsengen 
began simultaneously and before night 
all on the Danmark waa on board the 
Missouri, and then the order waa given 
to let go the cable.
